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Thcho in this his booke after generall 
obſeryations of the motions of the hea- 
vens, treateth' at large of this'much 
admired newe Starr , ( whereupon 
that whole Treatiſe is intitled De nova 
Stella anni 1 572.) giving the deſcripti- 
on of the forme, place, motion, and 
durance thereof, and'demonſtrating 
out of his owne and other- Aſtrono- 
mers experimentall obſervations , that 
it was not ſeated in the aire, but aboue 
in the throne of-the higheſt Heavens, 
being fixed in the very chaire of Caſsiv- 
peia (a figure of Starres ſo called ) he 
very certainly concludeth that it could 
not poſsibly be any Comet tppoled to 
ariſe out of the vapours of the Earth 
elevated into the vpper Region of the 
ayre { according to the valgar errour of 
ſome Philoſophers) but that ir was a 
true and. proper Starr., made of hea. 
venly matter , being none of che origi-

nall firſt borne lights made by the hand 
of: God inthe! Creation ( which pol. 
{eſſe an indefeifible freebold of del 
ftatian tothe vvorlds end ). but a kinde 
af adopced childe of the heavens, admir- 
ted onely far a Termer.inthat habita= 
tion, which he pole ſled about ſixtcene 
Months. 

This Starrc, as it was ſcituated in 
thar part of the heavens, which is cal. 
led via lafea ( the milke white way) 
ſo irisnot vnprobably ſuppoſed by 7y- 
choto haue beene compoted of the mar- 
ter of that part of the heavens. Where. 
in Tzcho ayoweth that he beholderh 
fince the vaniſhing of thar Starre a kind 
of vacuity or diverfity of colour in that 
very, place where the Starre ſtood, as 
ſhewing the conlumpiion and ablence 
of ſa much white echereall matter as 
was yſed to.the compoſure of that Star. 

By ſome it was deemed to be the 
very ſame Starre, which appeared vnto 
the Sages of the Eaſt at thebirth of our 


Saviour, and thereupon conieQured to

As then Thcho, 'fo much more-we 
nove may ſay that Maſter Bezs heerein 
did not ſo much intend Hiſtoricall cer. 
tainty, as morall application in this his 
pious Pocricall rapture. And therefore 
well may we'take yp his concluſion, as 
py_ tothe event of Gods mercies 
to his Church,and iudgements again 
the enemies thereof. 

Our learned and noble Tycho Brabe 
in the.concluſion of this his worke ſet. 
ting downe his Aſtrologicall judgment 
profeſſeth the ſame to bee but coniec- 
turall, aſcribing,vnto God onely the cer- 
raine foreknowledge of all (uch events 
vpon carth, as are cauſed or intimated 
by extraordinary apparitioas of Comets 
or new Starres in the Heavens. And in 
the leading motiues to_ his opinion 
heerein he proccedeth net boldly like a 
raſh keatheniſh Starre-gazer , but mo- 
deſtly, warily and in generall. 

Firſt, he layth this ground, moſt pro- 
bablein it ſelfe, that, if there be any cer- 
taine. portending inclination in fuch 
rarc 


(in) 
rare and admirable apparitions, ſurely 
moſt in the moſt rare and extraordina- 
fy. But'none like this(fayth Tycho)weas 
ever teſtified by any monument of antis 
quity to hatte bin ſcene in the world, 
except/ that which Pliny avoweth'ts 
hane beene ſcene and obſerved 
Hipparchus , who lived toward the 
end of the Grecian Monarchy about 
120. yeares before the birth of our- 
Saviour. 

Now if, by interpretation of event, 
& conlent of the learned, that newv ſtarr 
then appearing did foreſhew the decli- 
ning of the Greeke Monarchy & the riſe & 
ſtrength of the Roman Empire,vvhy ma 
not this new Star being of thelike kind, 
foreſhow allo rariſsimos , ingentes , atg: 
improviſes cffeFns , ſtrange , great, and 
ynexpected effects to come in the neare 
ſucceeding times in the eſtate of King- 
domes or Common-weales. Which

Guſtavus Ericus King of Sweden (the 
firſt: crowned Proteſtant of our Ape) 
was his Grandfarher : to whom that 
Kingdome oweth their liberty from 
the yoake of the Danes : whole lonne

Abour the ſeuenteenth yeare ho” his 
age, Anno 4 G1 1, he was by his Father 
Charles made Colonell of a Troope:of 
Horſe in the Warrs againlt Denmuarke. 

When hee had 1etled Peace: m tas 
owne Counctey, by compoſing of dit. 
ferences and quarrclls riken berweege 
him and the King of Denmark , about 
the yeare 1614, vpon rc foſall made 
vnto him of re-imburſ{ment of lar 
ſummes of money layd our by the Stare 
and Subie&ts of his Kingdome,andlenc 
to the Emp-rour of Muſcovy; he ynder- 
tooke vpon thart iuſt quarrell co 'make 
an Inroad vpon the adiacent Domini- 
ons of that potent Emperour, and ta- 
king his March from Finland with pro» 
ſperous ſucceflehe in a ſhort tnme con- 
quered the mighty Province of ſngria, 
or In:erlind: and among the eſt hee 
took the famous firong Fort of Key 
holm, and ſhortly after by the mediation 


of King lames out late Soveraigac-oon- 
cluded

cluded a Peace Rs himſelfe and 
the Emperour of Muſcovy-ypon ve 
good 4 wan 8 Conditions. 
whereby he not onely held that Goun- 
try which hee had: ſeized on: but alſe 
receivedof the Moſcovite a great ſumme 
of money for his expence in that warr, 
So that now hee is poſic{ied of fome 
parc of that vaſt Continent of Moſcovia, 
whitherward our Thcho Brahe ( as be- 
fore is noted} would feeme to extend 
more Eaſterly the poynt deſigned by 
this Calculation. 

And conſequently if (ſuppoſing, but 
not graunting) weſhould ſtretch the 
foreinſtanced longitude of 5 z. into this

With this ſmall force hemrchedito. 
wards Elbing,and whulelt the Burgers of 
that Fowne weretreating aneutraliry 
with his Counſell in the Tents he,with 
ſome few Musketers- attending him, 
boldly entred'the city,vvhich wich feare 
and amazement admitted him vpon the 
onely command of his word, and con- 
fidenr Maicſty of his countenance : the 
walls thereof being arthatinſtantladen 
with armed men well appoynted for 
defence againithim , who then behol.

* on his part, bur allo yeelded vnto him a 


great part of that Territory of Pruſ#ia. 
The Emperour hauing thus made 
war againſt him in Pruſſia, and oppreſ- 
{edthe King of Denmark , the Duke of 
Pomerania,8 Mechlenburg, and the King 
of Swedes enemies being likely to make 
themſelues Maſter of the Baltique Sea, 
not only to his ruine, but alſo tothe en- 
dangering of Denmark, and endamma- 
ging of Great Britaine and Holland , the 
King of Swedens ſubiccts being vniuſtly 
ſpoiled of their goods,and forbid com- 
ming on the German ſhore to trade, the 
Towne of Stral/ond hauing formerly 
grieuouſly complained ynto him of the 
wrongs and danger wherewith they 
were encompaſſed ; vpon theſe and o- 
ther neceſſary cauſes (as by his publiſhed 
Manifeſto may appeare) he entred Ger- 
many in the yeare 1 63 0,and rook from 
the invading Imperials the Iſle of Rugis, 
E 2 a place

a place of great importance, which ſer- 
yeth him for a ſafe ſtation for his ſhip- 
ping. And then winning a ſtrong Fort 
on the maine land (on purpoſe by the 
oppreſlors of the liberties of Germany 
then built againſt him, himſelf landed 
at Stralſond 1n Iwne, 163 0. 

In December following he took the. 
Townes of Griff:nhagen,and the Fort of 
Gartz inthe face of the enemies Army, 
and following the Victory chaſed the 
Army of Walenſteme Duke of Fricdland, 
which having poſſeſſed the Citty of 
Franckford on the Oder, and Laxtz-bereh, 
he took the one by aflau]rin the open 
day, when it had 6000 old Souldiers 
in Garriſon,and the King not aboue {c- 
yen thouland to attempr ir, 

From thence marching without de- 
lay the very nextday to Lantzbergh with 
two thouſand foot and a thouſand 
horle he tooke that ſtrong paſſe by 
compoſition yielding to him ypon the 
onely motiue of bis reputation , out of 
which Maichcd foure thouſand foor,

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with ſhame and aſtoniſhment behol- 
ding lo ſmall a number, to whom they 
hadyielded themlclues, 

In this preſent yeare 1 631, the de. 
feat given by him {( ioyning with the 
Duke of Saxony ) in open field and 
pitched Campe, may bee called the 
downe weight of his valour, caſting on 
his {ide the ballance of predominant 
ſuccefle; which was atchieved vpon the 
ſeuenth of September laſt neere Lipfich 
in Saxony, in. a field called Godfacre, be- 
ing thefelfe lame plot of ground wher- 
in the Emperour Charles 5, tooke Fre- 
derickDuke of Saxony , and Philip Lant- 
graue of Fſſen pritoners in bartell, de- 
veſting thcreupon the Duke of Sax. of 
his Duchy and Eleforat , which is 
now by revolution of Time repayed 
by this Defeat vpon the very ſame 

Lace. 

Tillies Army conliſting of 44000 
fighting men, the King of Swedens and 
the Duke of Saxomies Army in all of 
2 $8 000. In which battell the Duke of 

E 3 Fhlſtein 
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Holſtein leading the left wing of Tiles 
Army, gaue the onfer vpon che Kings 
Army , and was taken priſoner within 
ſhort time, the Duke of Sax. being hot- 
ly charged by Tilh,left him elbowroom 
in the field together with three of the 
SaxonRegiments that ſtood to it. And 
ſo the King hauing now not aboue 
18000 fighting men, let couragioully 
vpon Tilly, putting him to flight, entred 
vpon his Ordnance, Wagons,and Tents 
as they ſtood furniſhed wich meat vp- 
on the Tables prepared by them , who 
now had no liſt to returne to that Sup- 
per,bur rather lefc it tothoſe for whom 
God had provided it, 

The flying enemy was ſhrowded by 
the black mantle of the night,ſothat the 
conquering King could not further pur- 
ſue his Victory ill the next mornin 
when drawing out a thouſand horſe he 
in perſon followed them eight Dutch 
myles,cutting off 1000 of the foot, and 
taking priſoners 3 000 more,

the other part not aboue 1 2 00 men! as 
by the more ſtringe & truer Computa.

I think more foreboading coniefture 
might haue been made out of the yne- 
quall counterpoiſe berween theſe rwo 
cutclary Patrons or protectors, then out 
of the auſpicious flying of a great troop 
of birds in that field, by ſome obſerved 
vpon that very morning , inſtantly be- 
fore the Armies ſet vp their reſt in the 
place, namely overtlying the place of 
Tillyes army, and lighting in the place of 
the King of Swedens army.

Some have obſcrued the ſymbolizing 
and eaſy tranſmutation berween the 
names Auguſtus and Guſtavns, inferring 
thence that whereby his friends would 
heap vpon him more glory,and perhaps 
his enemies more envy. Bur thoſe that 
looke vp higher to reade Characters 
written in the Heauens, and guilded 
with the beames of new Stars, will nor 


ſolow , and vpon fo light ground, as 


Anagrams are, lay the foundation of pre- 
dictions : and thertore neither will we 
inſiſt ypon that menacing lenrence , 
Te debellabit averſus D E VS, denoting 
the SYED. 

And becaule the late. coniunction and 
aſlociation between him and the Duke 
of Saxony, hath bin & is a trong means 
of the late further growth of his ſtregrh 
and progreſs in Vi&tories,it is here to be 
obſerued and accounted no (mall part 
of the fore-lpoken alterations, that the 
{aid 
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ſaid Duke, (formerly being a kind of 
dormant Neutral,& therby giving way 
tothe encroachments of the enemy) is 
now awaked,& not only ſeeth the dan- 
ger whereunto the Liberties of Germany 
werecaſt,but alſo reacheth forth his hel- 
ping hand and ingapgeth his ſtrength ro- 
ward therecovery of the ancient & iuſt 
Liberties;therin commenting by a&tion 
mo the Prognofticall Feculations wrine 
about fixty yeares agoe by Panins Grebs 
neru4,a man of the lame Aftronomicall 
profelsion with our Tycho Brake ; but 
what authoritie or reputation his wri- 
tings deſerue,[ leaue to che iudgment of 
others, Penes anthorem efto fides. 

This Grebner wrote a large book of 
preditions which he is ſaid to have gi- 
ven to ucene Elizabeth, our late Sove- 
raigne of bleſſed memory. The origi- 

wherof vvritten by the hand ofthe 
Author, was by the worthy and Reue- 
rend DoQor Nevil giuen and put into 
the Library of Trinitte Colledge in ( a1.

other T ownes in Bohemia, demonftra. 
teth that he hath recovered the righe vie 
of his.eyes, by caſting away thole falſe

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Out of this Grebner diverſe other pars 
cell; haue bin tranicribed and much en- 
quired after, as applyable cotheſe times 
and to the mutations preſent or proba- 
bly expeRea in Germany and other coun- 
tieys. But | forbeare inlercing them, be- 
cauſe they conteine confuſed and ambi- 
' guous matter, and my happily ſeeme 
as well to poynr ar ocher times as this, 
in which Secs feliciſims fucceſſu claſſe 
C& ſuo populo terra mariq, in hoſtem rotetur, 
The Swed ſhall wich moſt happy ſuc- 
celle employ his Navy and people by lea 
and land againſt the enemy. Yer verily 
the attribure of feliciſsimus ſucceſſns may 
by this Guſtavus , for the vnmatchable 
proſperity of his attempts, be — 
as a proper CharaQter,in which neicher 
any other Swed, nor man for many ages 
can pretend partnerſhip with kim, 
much leſſe eminency aboue him. 
WhilcR theſe. chings are ynder the 
pen, the further proceſle of his victories 
come to our cares, and, among the reſt, 


his encring of Franckford ypon the Mein 
F 4 being 
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being the chiefeft Mart-rown of Europe, 
andthe feat of the Crowne of the Em- 
eror. Which Tovvne he rather won 
by love; and refpe& to his honour, then 
ſubdued by force; The gates whereof 
willingly opening to admit him, he 
madeentrance thereinto the ſeventeeth 
of November, Through which Towne 
he paſſed withall his army in aray ; but 
with ſo good order and diſcipline, 
without violence or wrong to any of 
the inhabicants , that it ſeemed rather a 
pomp of a natiue King,then an enforce- 
ment by a foreiner. 

Of this, andthe like his ſcifures, or 
entries into the many other yeilding ci- 
ties and townes it may be ſaid, thathe 
ſpeaketh by action, what formerly was 
vttered by the pen of one of his prede- 
ceſlors,Theoderick King of the Gothes (8 
ſharerin the Roman Empire with Tus 
ſlinian) He in one of his Reſcripts,or ler-

Add we hereunto, for concluſion of 
this preſent application, the happy pro- 
tetion which hath accompanied him 
in the midds of extreame dangers, 
which argneth that the: hand of Gods 
providence hath both appointed & fafe 
conduQted him to become an inſtru» 
ment of great mutatios in melius for the 
bettering the eſtate of ſome parts of

The badpe of this acquired honour 
this King beareth in his Royall limbs,

dared to make forcible entry in his 
belly,and ſhoulder,uvhere they yet con. 
tinue their lodging, and haue the honor 
to enter with him into many ſurpriſed 
or ycilding City and Caſtle, like the dull 
bictle,that mounted high by cleaving to 
the Eagles wing. Thele vneafte gueſts 
cannot by their gravity ſlack his Martial 
motion, but rather by the ſenſe of them 
add a ſpurto his valour,and more force 
to the bullets,vvhich he ſendeth back in 
requircall, 

In his warrs in Pruſsia at Darſaw he 
was ſurpriſed by ſome that xſſued our 
from an ambuſcado,and fotwice witbin 
a few houres fell into the hand of the 
enemy : and was again as often reſcued 
by his owne,partly valor,partly ingeni- 
ous and nimble ſleight,as alſo by the ca- 
fual approach & aſsiſtance of one of his 
ſouldiers,by whom,for concealment of 
his perſon , he was in theaRtion called 
Brother.

Of which accident may be madethis 

ical conſtruction,that be is ordeined 
to relicue thoſe that defend and aſsiſt 
him: and that his abiding the adyenture 
of captiuity, tendeth to the redeeming 
of 6+ 5 out of bondage. 

Moreouer,in this or ſome other con- 
flit audacious danger aſpired (o high,as 
to ſtrike at his head : but milsing the 
ayme,it hit his Hat : which being ftric- 
ken off it came into the hand of the ene- 
my,and being knowne, was afterward 
ſentto Vienna the chicfe City in Auſtria, 
and received there with ioy and con. 
gratulation, as a Trophey of viftory a- 
gainſt him, and pledge of future getring 
the head that wore it.
